Escanaba 
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Skirmish At Lansing 


The Michiiran Legislature is in tlie process of M i’it- 
ing an income tax bill that will, by giving enough con­ 
cessions to enough legislators, muster enougli votes to 
pass in both houses. It only takes 75 votes to do it, but 
they’ve not been pledged yet, so the effort to make tiie 
bill less unpopular continues. 


A nose count at a Republican House caucus on 
Tuesday showed only 17 of the 53 Republicans favoring 
the bill in its present fonn. Tf the Legislature muffs a 
tax bill in this session it will have to go back to Lansing 
and tackle the problem again in another session this 
year, but already the deadline for a tax that would liave 
applied July 1 is gone. 


The uncertainty that the T.egislature*s indecision 
creates for the schools of the state is huge and grow­ 
ing. They don’t know how much money there’ll be in 
the state aid fund.

Compoundingr the schools’ troubles is tlie current 
demand of the teachers for a substantial increase in 
splary. The Michigan Education Association has set 
S7.000 as its goal for starting pay for a beginning 
teacher. The pay is now in the $5,100-$5.400 range in 
the U. P., so there would have to be some deep scratcli- 
ing to meet the increase and the state’s share of the 
bundle must be known to start realistic planning. 


Citizen inquiries reveal a misty impression of the 
state school aid picture. People are asking: “Why did the 
Legislature vote all that spending if there isn’t enough 
money?” Good question. 


There are good answers, too! One of them Is that 
the Legislature didn’t vote elements like the increased 
population which makes the school aid formula more 
expensive by the millions even if the same rate per 
child is maintained. And then a year ago the Democratic 
Legislature was saying tliat we really didn’t need an 
income tax because we had a state surplus. 


It was pointed out then and ever since that the 
state’s rate of spending would eat up the surplus and 
leave a deficit, and tliat. because a deficit is illegal 
under the new constitution, state sei’vices like school 
aid would have to be cut back to match the level of 
income unless more taxes were voted.

Our teachers should be paid more. Other groups, 
by union pressures, have foixjed their wages up dis­ 
proportionately to the skills being sold. 


Governor Romney, addressing the MEA’s assem­ 
bly, urged the teachers to use their new collective bar­ 
gaining powers responsively to gain more pay. By that 
he meant that they should convince the Michigan Leg­ 
islature that it must, as a matter of equity and fair­ 
ness, increase the state aid to education so that teach­ 
ers can be paid comparably with workers in private 
business. 


The legislators hold the key to this situation. If 
they come home after passing an income tax they will 
he beat on the head by a lot of their constituents. But 
if they didn’t pass one and scare the dickens out of par­ 
ents that their children are going to schools that will 
operate without chalk or typewTiters. they’ll only have 
to go back to Lansing to face the music. 


The service cuts would certainly be as objection­ 
able as the income tax. so there’s no escape hatch for 
the Legislature. It’s been playing with the anesthetic 
long enough, it’s better get on with the surgery.

Two programs to develop the 
cultural climate in small Wis­ 
consin communities have a di­ 
rect bearing on the crafts fu­ 
ture in the U. P.. Dr. Michael 
Warlum of the University of 
Wisconsin told the U. P. Crafts 
Conference in Houghton Ap>r. 29. 


The first 
program 
entitled 
"The Arts and the SmaU Com­ 
munity” is a three-year project 
funded by a federal grant made 
to the Wiscon.sin Idea Theater 
on the U. W. campus, Warlum 
said. 


Five communities with popu­ 
lations all under 10,000 serve as 
experimental stations for the 
project. The University of Wis­ 
consin 
works 
through 
local 
boards and county 
extension 
agents in each of these areas. 


The program is made up of 
two parts. In one. the universi­ 
ty gives financial aid and staff 
assistance to the communities 
for local planning of cultural ac­ 
tivities. 


“We’re trying 
to stimulate 
community gioups to begin to 
develop an awareness of cul­ 
tural activities.” Warlum said. 
“We have writing groups in all 
our five cities and .some mem­ 
bers are already publishing their 
work.”

In one of the communities a 


gi'oup of citizens purchased an 
abandoned movie theater and 
are turning it into a live theater. 
A theatrical company will be in 
residence there all summei'. 


In another community, a two- 
week arts program will be held 
this summer 
featuring

shops and classes ranging from 
children’s ballet to photography. 


The second phase of the ex- 
periment 
is 
a 
demonstration 
program in which plays, musi­ 
cal groups 
and 
dancers 
are 
brought to the community to ex­ 
pose local citizens to the arts. 


“The day the last touring com­ 
pany folded a very important as­ 
pect of culture died in the small 
community,” said Warlum. “We 
hoi^e to stimulate local interest 
again in live presentations.”

Warlum told about the opera 
which was bi-ought

small community for the first 
time in its history. It was .sold 
out weeks ahead of the perform­ 
ance much to the surprise of 
university officials who thought 
there would be little interest in 
such a program in a rural area. 


“There’s a real hunger for 
cultural 
programs 
in 
small 
towns.” the speaker said. “We’ve 
found enthusiasm rather than re­ 
sistance to all our efforts to 
bring cultural activities to the 
small community.” 


In the second of these com­ 
munity arts proRram.s. the Na­ 
tional Finnish American Festi­ 
val was formed in 1964 in Hur­ 
ley.

The Festival board has now

They also plan to build an ear­ 
ly model Finnish community 
complete with farm, cabin, co­ 
operative store and Finnish hall. 


An arts and crafts shop has

Warlum emphasised that to 
promote local crafts industries 
you need something besides a 
crafts shop. 


“ People aren’t going to travel 
100 miles to visit one shop,” he 
said. “The development of a 
festival or a complex of activi­ 
ties is the only answer to pro­ 
moting the crafts.” 


The speaker told of one festi­ 
val in southern Wisconsin where 
a different theme is used each 
year to attract tourists. Artists 
in I'esidence and local crafts­ 
men display and sell their pro­ 
ducts at the festival. 


Warlum gave several other 
suggestions for promoting the 
crafts. 


“Why not contact architects 
and planners so that when build­ 
ings go up, craft items can be 
used for decorative or function­ 
al purposes?” he asked. 
“A 
single motel could use a dozen 
patch-work quUts or hand-made 
lamps in their rooms. When you 
add a few of these motels to­ 
gether. it could mean full-time 
work for craftsmen.”

A single tag placed on the 
item would tell the visitor the 
craftsman’s name and where 
more of the items could be pur­ 
chased. 


Warlum al.so emphasized tiiat 
“you need to pro\ lde an atmos­ 
phere for the arts.” 


He told about a group of citi­ 
zens from a small loiral area in 
Wisconsin who bought old homes 
and remodeled them to provide 
living accommodations for visit­ 
ing artists and craftsmen who 
are conducting workshops and 
classes. 


“This is the first step in pro­ 
ducing an artists colony,” War­ 
lum said. “These people return 
each year and stimulate the arts 
In the local community.”

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 
America’s lunar photographer, 
Surveyor 3, has slipped into cold 
hibernation on the moon, wait­ 
ing for enough warming sun in 
two weeks to resume digging 
ditches and taking pictures. 


Scientists at the Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory said Wedne«- 
day that Surveyor will remain 
inoperative through the two- 
week lunar night. Its television 
eye wiU be closed until the sun 
slips above the moon’s horizon 
May 17. 


The last pictures taken before 
darkness Wednesday showed a 
thin band of sunlight on the rim 
of the crater in which Surveyor 
reposes. A few boulders were 
shown balanced on the crator 
rim. 


Spokesman said scientists felt 
lucky when Surveyor I’s equip­ 
ment siu'v’ived its first lunar 
night of 250 degree-below-zei’o 
chill and was still able to tmnt- 
mit pictures.

Advanced features in home 
laundry equipment now makes

showed that basement laund­ 
ries were last in preference. 
The first four in order were a 
utility room near the kitchen, 
an alcove near the bedroom or 
bathrooms, in a garage and in 
the kitchen.

Don't look for bargains in 
grass seed. You generally will 
get what you pay for, and con­ 
sidering the number of seeds 
you get in a pound, your pur­ 
chase will be a bargain if you 
buy good seed. 


By and large, autumn is the 
best time to plant Northern 
Kentucky bluegrass and Ore­ 
gon 
fine 
fescues 
and 
bent- 
grasses. This is because they be­ 
come 
established 
before 
the 
next 
growing 
season 
rolls 
around. 


But spring is a fine lime to 
SOW’ Southern grasses such as 
bahia, bermuda, centipede and 
zoysia. 


Of course, spring plantings of 
Northern grasses do well with 
good mulching and 
watering 
practices and weed controls. 


The Lawn Institute of Marys­ 
ville, Ohio, recommends the fol­ 
lowing grasses: 


Kentucky bluegrass, such va- 


rietics as Park 
(for seeding 
vigor), Meriod (a luxury be­ 
cause of higli maintenance), 
Aboretum, Delta and Newport. 


Fine fescues such as Chew­ 
ing.!. 
lllahee, Pennlawn 
and 
Rainier. 


Bentgrasses such as Highland, 
Astoria, Exeter for mòre easily 
maintained colonial types: and 
creeping bentgrasses such 
as 
Penncross for specialty turf. 


Kentucky bluegrass is spread 
well by rhizomes and is per­ 
haps best for average lawn con­ 
ditions. There aré about two 
million seeds per pound. 


Fine fescues have low niain- 
tenance requirements. They do 
well in shade and poor soil. 
Each pound has about 650,000 
seeds. 


Bentgrasses thrive 
in high 
humidity and want good at­ 
tention. There arc about eight 


million seeds per pound. 


Bahiagras 
is rather coarse 
but does not demand much at­ 
tention and spreads well. A 
pound contains about 165,000 
seeds. 


Bermudagrass is the so-called 
workhorse species but can’t take 
shade. It needs adequate main­ 
tenance. A pound contains near­ 
ly two million seeds. 


In the North, rough difficult 
areas may be seeded to coarse 
bunchgrases, such as tall fes­ 
cue, which is not recommend­ 
ed for fine turf. 


In buying seed, be sure you 
get all fine-textured grasses 
unless 
you 
are 
looking 
for 
coarse, clumpy types for special 
purposes. Seed mixtures of the 
same texture are a wise pur­ 
chase if you aren't sure about 
your soil. 


Most soils north of Tennes.sce 
will handle Kentucky bluegrass, 
fine fescues or Highland bent- 
grasses. 


Read the label on the package 
of grass seed. It will tell you 
how much of each variety is in­ 
cluded.
